b) It bile it uses Chapter J format for correlating purposes, 
Its arrangement provides for valuable Handbook data not now 
carried la Chapter I because of their variable nature, such as 
selected capsule biographies, which will extend the usefulness 
of the Annual,

It is planned to iimo NIS Annuals on oil pu'bli* aed Mb Chop tera 1 
on a yearly basis and l© include in their significant now intelligence 
appreciations and data which developed since tha Chapters 1 war* produced. 
I" iua would not only extend the useful life of Chapter a 1 before maintenance 
wa« necessary, hut the plan would ala© permit a more gradual transition 

of the Handbook program into the VOS, Tbua, during the firat year. Nib 
Annual a would he issued on the 24 Chapters i that are presently published 
and, during the succeeding years, oa an average increment ©1*0 new 
Chapters I, until all Handbooks were phased Into the NIC program. 

4. The simple format of the proposed Nib Annuals resulting 
from, the fact that they supplement rather than duplicate Chapters 1, 
will reduce printing costa and personnel requirements over those 
contemplated in the reference memorandum. I consider a staff of 
three people ha grades <?, U, and 13 will rr.ee t the initial requirement 
of this Office.
